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SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


The Superintending School Committee of the Town of Nash- 
ville, respectfully submit the following Report of the condition of 
the Schools for the present year. 

The general character of the schools has been very good ; the 
teachers, generally, have been of a high character, and a good de- 
gree of proficiency has been made. More particular information 
as to the character of each, will be found hereafter. 

At the commencement of the summer term, a change of read- 
ing books was introduced into the schools of the first and second 
districts, substituting Tower’s Series for Russell & Goldsbury’s. 
The terms of the exchange were such as to impose a very trifling 
expense upon the districts, and it is believed the exchange has been 
generally satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


The Primary Schoel in this district, both Summer and Winter 
terms, was under the instruction of Miss Frances Meria:n, whose 
services for several years have given the most perfect satisfaction to 
the district, and whose uniform success as a teacher has secured 
for her the reputation of one of the best of instructors, and the dis- 
trict will require no urging to secure the contiauance of her servi- 
ces. 

The Upper School, during the summer term, was taught by Miss 
Lewis, who had had considerable experience in teaching in com- 
munities where the elements of disorder are not so fully developed 
as here. Her attainments were highly satisfactory, but she had had 
no expericnce in the management of bad schools, and she failed in 
maintaining that degree of order in this which is indispensable to suc- 
cessful teaching. ‘The general character of the school was disor- 
derly, and there was an apparent indifference on the part of some 
of the larger boys, which was most discouraging to her, and fatal to 
their own progress. 
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The Winter term was taught by Mr. Samuel T. Jones, whose ef- 
ficiency during the winter previous secured to him the confidence 
of the district. ‘The disorderly elements which had been so active 
during the summer term, were kept in a good state of subjection, 
and the school seemed to have made excellent progress. Mr. Jones 
has labored hard to keep up the interest of the scholars in their 
studies, giving his whole time to his business, and in his labors he 
has been successful. He hada large number of scholars in the 
higher English branches, who manifested a high degree of attain- 
ment. It is very satisfactory to notice an increased interest in 
this school among the people of the district—a point upon which 
all our districts are very deficient, and which is a serious stumbling 
block in the way of the usefulness of our schools. 


DISTRICT NO. I. 


In the early part of the season, this district adopted the “* Som- 
ersworth Act,” which required a special Superintending Commit- 
mittee. Such committee was appointed by the Selectmen, agree- 
ably to the provisions of that act, and their report, which is annex- 
ed, is referred to for the condition of its schools, 


DISTRICT NO. IU. 


The school in this district is generally backward, though there 
are several scholars who are quite forward for their age. During 
the Summer term the school was under the care of Miss Mary 
Coburn, and appeared at its close, to have made a good degree of 
progress in most of the branches taught; to be orderly, and all 
seemed to be interested in their studies. 

The Winter term was commeneed by Mr. Farley, with whom, af- 
ter a few weeks, there was considerable dissatisfaction expressed, 
and he voluntarily left the school. Mr. F. appeared very well on 
his examination, and when the committee visited the school, appear- 
ed to conduct the exercises very well, so far as they could judge, 
there being but few scholars present. Whether there was any rea- 
sonable grotad for the dissatisfaction, the committee are unable to 
judge, as they were not called upon to investigate the matter. Soon 
after Mr. F. left, Miss Hardy was employed to teach the school, 
and is now engaged in it, to the satisfaction of the district, as is un- 
derstood, and to the advantage of the school. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 


This school is very small. ‘The Summer term was, taught by 
Miss Cutler, acceptably to the district, it is understood. When the 
school was visited near its close, there were so few present that 
an opinion could hardly be formed as to its progress. The whole 
number present was nine. This school for the Winter term, which 
is now keeping, is under the charge of Miss Marsh, who is dis- 
charging her duties, it is believed, to the ‘entire satisfaction of the 
district, and the advantages of the school. |

Report of the Superintending School Committee, District No. II. 


The Superintending School Committee of District No. 2, res- 
pectfully report, as follows : 

Your committee were appointed by the Selectmen, in conse- 
quence of the organization of District No. 2, under the act ‘to 
empower School Districts to establish and maintain High Schools.” 
That organization took place on the 12th of May, 1849, and our 
appointment on the 26th of June following. ‘The summer schools 
had then been some time in operation. 

The school in the upper room of the large building was con- 
ducted by Miss Mary B. Spalding, assisted by Miss Maria Laton. 
Its appearance, when visited by the committee at its close, was 
highly satisfactory. 

The Intermediate School was under the charge of Miss Nancy I. 
Spalding. The labors of this lady were interrupted by sickness, 
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and her place in her absence was well supplied by Miss H. J. At- 
wood.» ‘The inconvenience of a change of teachers, and the feeble 
state of Miss Spalding’s health at the examination, being consider- 
ed, the appearance of the school at its close was commendable. 

The Primary School in the same building, under the charge of 
Miss Mary A. Holmes, appeared to great advantage. 

The Primary School on Central street, conducted by Miss Lydia 
A. Atwood, was notwithstanding the large number of pupils pre- 
sent, in a condition in regard to order and proficiency in study, re- 
flecting great credit on that young lady. 

The Primary School on Fletcher street had been for about five 
weeks of the Summer term, under the care of Miss Mary E. Brown, 
who was then called away by a domestic affliction. After which it 
was under the care of Misses 8. Kendrick, 8S. A. Ball, and one or 
two others, for a short time, each. Probably owing in part to the 
frequent changes of the teachers, and in part to the interruptions 
outside of the school house, from boys not attending school there, 
during this term the school became disorderly, and was of little be- 
nefit to the pupils. The last of July, Miss Hannah A. Morrison was 
employed to take charge of the school. At first Miss Morrison had 
some difficulty in managing the school, but soon, by an energetic 
course, restored it to a good degree of order, and while she remain- 
ed, the school appeared well, and its improvement was very satis- 
factory. 

The season for the winter schools opened upon us under the 
most encouraging circumstances. A new, costly and convenient 
school house had been built, embracing accommodations for eighty 
pupils in the upper, or high school, seventy-two in the intermediate, 
and eighty in the primary school. Of the teachers, Miss M. B. 
Spalding, the assistant in the upper school, and Misses Atwood and 
Holmes, who have charge of the others, were already very favorably 
known to the district. Mr Samuel Alvord, the gentleman engaged 
to take charge of the high school, came among us with a reputa- 
tion earned by success in teaching for many years past, and es- 
tablished beyond question by ample testimonials. ‘The committee, 
as the law appeared by implication to require the duty at their hands, 
adopted certain regulations for the government of the school, and 
caused them to be printed and distributed for general information. 

On the day of the opening of the schools, a majority of your 
committee repaired to the High School, to assist, if it should be 
needed, in its opening arrangements. An unexpected difficulty at 
once presented itself. ‘There were between twenty and thirty more 
pupils than could be accommodated with seats. The expectation 
had been, that with increased accommodation in the primary and 
intermediate departments, the number of pupils in the high school 
would be less than in former years rather than more; and it was 
thought that a provision of eighty desks would be ample for the 
scholars, while it was obvious that that number was quite sufficient 
to occupy the whole energies of two faithful teachers in the varie- 
ty of studies which the nature of the school required. But the 
new building and the reputation which had preceded the teacher, 
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attracted many pupils who would otherwise have gone to private 
schools. ‘The committee did what they could at the time to reme- 
dy the difficulty. At the pressure of the moment, with upwards 
of a hundred pupils waiting for occupation, it was out of the 
question to examine each on his fitness to be there; we repre- 
sented the state of things to the scholars, advising and requesting 
those of them who were willing, to enter the intermediate school.— 
A considerable number with great good humour withdrew. It now 
became necessary to adopt the same means of transferring a num- 
ber from the intermediate to the primary, which we accomplished, 
leaving it in cach case to the téachers to make subsequent transfers 
as they should find on examination, that justice required. 

These measures had however, but partial success. After all we 
could do by persuasion, there remained in the upper room a num- 
ber more than were furnished with desks. Still more made their 
appearance on following days. Among the pupils were some large 
boys, who from having had scanty opportunities of instruction, were 
better suited in regard to knowledge, for one of the lower schools ; 
but to direct them to go there, would at their age, have been to de- 
prive them altogether of school advantages; while to retain them, 
and send down younger but more advanced pupils, would have 
been manifest injustice. Besides, the intermediate school was now 
full to overflowing, and on enquiry of its teacher, it appeared very 
difficult to select any more to be sent back to the primary depart- 
ment. 

We felt ourselves therefore compelled, as the least of evils, to 
let the upper school room remain somewhat over-crowded. ‘The 
pupils beyond the number of eighty were for a time accommodated 
with chairs and benches; and as no means offered itself of diminish- 
ing their number, and the calling of a district meeting to make an 
appropriation required a fortnight’s notice, we circulated a subscrip- 
tion for the purpose of procuring a sufficient number of additional 
desks and seats, together with some other necessary articles. ‘This 
subscription pledged those who signed it, to pay for the furniture 
purchased, provided the district should refuse so to do. Such a re- 
fusal the committee did not and do not anticipate. 

The committee have been thus particular in describing the cir- 
cumstances attending the commencement of this school, both be- 
cause they have understood that their course at this time has been 
somewhat misconceived, and because the school has been less easy 
to govern than if it had been less crowded with pupils. ‘That this 
crowding was anevil, the committee are perfectly aware ; but it was 
an evil unforeseen, and in our opinion, impossible to be entirely re- 
medied. 

That notwithstanding this evil, the school has gone on far more 
quietly than in the two preceding winters, is creditable alike to the 
teachers and to the pupils. Mr. Alvord, with the concurrence of the 
committee, laid down early as his principle of instruction, to teach 
those branches which were of importance to all, not attempting to 
introduce those classical studies that would have required time that 
could not properly be spared. He also declared his intention to 
govern, if it were possible, without corporal punishment ; in this he 
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has persevered. Not a blow has been streck in the school since its 
commencement. As however, among so many young people, in- 
stances of disorder would at times occur, it has been his effort to 
check these at the outset; and in the very few cases which 
called for severer censure, reference has been had to the commit- 
tee, who have in every instance felt justified, upon an examination 
of the circumstances, in sustaining his authority. 

While this report was in preparation, the committee have visited 
the different schools, and in the instance of the high school, some- 
thing like a regular examination took place. ‘The pupils were 
questioned in a miscellaneous manner upon their various branches 
of study, and the result was highly creditable to them and to their 
instructors. ‘The order was excellent. The report made by the 
Principal leads the committee however, to invite the attention of 
parents anew to the importance of regular and punctual attendance 
on the part of their children. 

‘he Intermediate School has been, during the winter term, under 
the care of Miss H.J. Atwood. This school has been thronged with 
pupils; and their deportment and proficiency in study, are highly 
creditable to their teacher. 

The Primary School, taught by Miss Holmes, has been much 
less crowded. It has gone on, steadily improving under her care. 

The schoel on Central street has continued under the charge of 
its able teacher, Miss Lydia A. Atwood. It has been full to over- 
flowing, but the order is excellent, and the progress in study such 
as to excite surprise that it could have been attained, 

On the commencement of the Winter term, Miss Brown again 
took charge of the Primary School on Fletcher street. Under her 
care the school has always appeared well, and its improvement has 
been quite satisfactory. She seems to have, to an unusual degree, 
the power of acquiring the love of her little pupils. 

It will be apparent from what has been said, that further school 
accomodation for children of the district, is indispensable. ‘The 
High and Intermediate Schools, and that on Central street, have all 
been crowded to a degree oppressive to the teachers, and unfavora- 
ble to the progress of the pupils. 

Should the district remain constituted as it is, a new Intermedi- 
ate or Grammar School should be established in its eastern portion, 
with accommodations for at least eighty pupils. Should the town 
vote to purchase the High School building, the Primary and Inter- 
mediate Schools now kept there, must also have new accommoda- 
tions provided. Your committee recommend, with regard to the 
various plans which may be brought forward, that nothing be done 
hastily, and that even should any proposed measure seem in itself 
desirable, it should not be pressed without a. scrupulous regard to 
the feelings as well as to the rights of any who may dissent from it.

To the Selectmen ah Nashville : 

GENTLEMEN—In conformity with the rules and regulations of the 
Fire Department, I herewith lay before your honorable board, alist 
of the officers and the number of men attached to the Nashville Fire 
Department. Also an account of the apparatus under _ their 
charge, and its condition ; the number of fires the past year; the 
reservoirs and resources from which water can be obtained in case 
of fire; together with the rules adopted for the organization and 
regulation of the department. 

The fire department has been called out during the past year, at 
fires in Nashville and Nashua, four times, and for filling reservoirs, 
and for drill at the regular monthly meetings, eight times—making 
in all, twelve times. 

The Engine Houses are such as will answer very well for the 
present. No. 1 is in the centre of the old Rail Road Depot, and 
contains three rooms, well arranged for the accommodation of the 
engine and the members of the company. ‘These reoms have been 
provided by the Directors of the Nashua and Lowell Railroad, and 
are no charge or expense to the town for rent. 

No. 2 Engine House is not such as would be required for the 
accommodation of a good suction engine and a company of forty 
men. ‘The engine is not what it should be. 
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NasHVILLE Enaine Company No. 1. Hoase on Canal Street. 

Officers. George M. Young, Foreman; James Elliot, Assistant 
Foreman; Leonard Kendall, Clerk ; Horace Blaisdell, Steward.— 
Forty-nine members. 

Condition of House and Apparatus. Engine built in 1843, by 
W. C. Hunneman & Co., Boston. Its condition is good. Diameter 
of cylinders, 6 1-4 inches; stroke of piston 16 1-2 inches; 36 1-2 
feet of suction hose, in good order. There are 750 feet of leading 
hose, of which 200 feet is indifferent, and which was second-hand 
when purchased. Taking the good and indifferent together, [think 
it will answer. in most cases of fire. There are also attached to the 
engine a hose carriage, 4 buckets, 2 axes, 2 torch lamps, 2 pails, 1 
iron shovel, 1 iron bar; and there are in the Engine House, 1 stove 
and funnel, &c. 


Jackson Torrent Encine Company No. 2. House on Canal 
Street, at the terminus of the basin. 

Officers. A. P. Fernald, Foreman; J. C. Brackett, Assistant 
Foreman; Henry Holt, Clerk; George W. Gilman, Steward.— 
Thirty-eight members. 

Condition of ,House and Aapparatus. Engine built in 1825 by 
S. Thayer, Boston. Diameter of cylinders, 5 1-4 inches ; stroke of 
piston, 15 inches; 425 feet of leading hose, which is old and is not 
safe for use in case of fire. There are also attached to the engine 
a hose carriage, 8 buckets, 2 torch lamps, 1 axe. ‘The Engine and 
House belong to the Jackson Company. The construction of the | 
engine is such that it would be of little use in case of fire, and its 
condition is such that it is not for the interest of the town to reattach 
the present, or a new company to it. ‘The members of the present 
company are energetic men, and with a good suction engine, with 
the advantage of the water from No. 4 Reservoir, would greatly fa- 
cilitate the extinguishment of fires in that part of the town, and add 
much to the power and efficiency of the fire department. ‘Therefore 
I would recommend some action of the town in favor of procuring a 
new suction engine. 


Location of Reservoirs and Stations located and designed, where 
water may be procured within the town of Nashville. 
Reservoir No. 1; in Nashville square, between Amherst and Con- 
cord roads. 

Reservoir No. 2, in Tyler square, between Lock and Orange streets. 

Reservoir No. 3, at the crossing of Cross and Central streets. 

Reservoir No. 4, on the north side of the school district lot No. 1. 

Station No. 5,on the river bank, Front street, opposite Wm. Gillis’s 
house. ' | . 

Station No. 6, on river bank west of Nashua bridge. 

Station No. 7, on river bank east of Nashua bridge. 

Station No. 8, on river bank south of cotton house. 

Station No, 9, on Canal street, opposite Grove street. 

Station No. 10, on Canal street, opposite. Cross street. 

Station No. 11, on Canal street, cpposite Canal street avenue. 
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Station No. 12, on Canal street, opposite Elm street. 

Also, along the canal and river where most convenient in case of fire. 
The reservoirs are in perfect order, and well supplied with water. 
The locating of stations and necessary expenses of the Fire De- 

partment, have somewhat increased its expenses this year. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


The following are the Rules adopted by the Selectmen and Engin- 
eers for the organization of the Fire Department. 


Rules for Organization. 

Section 1. The number of Assistant Engineers of the Fire 
Department may be reduced'to two, whenever in the opinion of the 
Selectmen it shall be deemed expedient. 

Sec. 2. All persons admitted as members of the Fire Depart- 
ment, shall be employed for such periods, and subject to such reg- 
ulations, as the Selectmen and Engineers may from time to time 
direct. 

Sec. 3. Each of the companies formed and appointed by the 
Selectmen and Engineers, shall have a Foreman and Assistant 
Foreman, anda Clerk, and these officers shall be chosen by the 
written votes of their respective Companies, at a meeting specially 
held for that purpose, of which meeting and purpose the members 
shall be notified by the Clerk at least three days previous thereto ; 
and if there be no Clerk, the commanding officer of said Company 
for the time being, if there be one, may issue his order in writing to 
any member of the Company to perform that duty until one shall 
be elected, and if the person so notified shall willfully refuse or neg- 
lect so to do, he shall be dismissed from the Fire Department ; and 
if there be no commanding officer, the acting Chief Engineer shall 
issue the order as aforesaid, and likewise designate and detail some 
one of the Board.of Engineers to preside at said meeting ; and 
whenever it shall appear that any person has a majority of the writ- 
ten votes of the electors, at a meeting notified as above, and at 
which there shall be a majority of the whole Company present, the 
presiding officer shall forthwith notify him of the fact, and he shall 
make return of every election, or refusal to elect, to the Chief En- 
gineer ; and said return shall be transmitted by. said Chief Engineer 
to the Selectmen, and if the persons so receiving the votes of the 
Company shall be approved by the Selectmen, for the respective of- 
fices to which they shall have been elected, they shall receive a cer- 
tificate of appointment signed by the Selectmen—and shall thereby 
be invested with all the authority and subject to all the duty rquired 
by the town Rules and Regulations of the Fire Department ; and in 
case the persons are not approved by the Selectmen, the Selectmen 
shall issue their order to. the Chief Engineer to have a new election 
held in the manner heretofore expressed ; and if the members of 
the Company shall then neglect or refuse to elect some person or 
persons to fill the vacant offices whom the Selectmen shall approve, 
the Selectmen and Engineers shall appoint some suitable person or 
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persons to the same. And if the members of any company shall 
refuse or neglect to elect any officer, they may be disbanded by the 
Selectmen and Engineers ; and whenever any person shall have re- 
ceived his certificate of appointment to any office as aforesaid, he 
shall perform all the duties thereof until discharged therefrom, ei- 
ther by death or resignation, or by order of the Selectmen, in which 
case the Selectmen shall direct the Chief Engineer to cause a meet- 
to be held, as heretofore provided, to fill the vacancy. 


Rules for the Regulation of Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder, and 
other Companies. 


ArtictE 1. No person shall be admitted into the Fire Depart- 
ment who is not a legal voter in the town of Nashville, without the 
permission of the Chief Engineer. 

Articte 2. All the Companies of the Department shall be fur- 
nished with a copy of these Rules and Regulations, which shall be 
framed and placed in their respective rooms for meetings, and it 
shall be the duty of the officers and members of the Department to 
conform to all the requisitions and perform all the duties therein re- 
quired, 

Anrticte 3. The Foreman of each company shall make a re- 
turn of all absences to the Engineer’s office once in each quarter. 

Articte 4. The terms of service for the members of the Fire 
Department shall commence on the First day of the month, and shall 
continue for periods of six months each. And no member shall be 
entitled to pay unless he serves the whole of said period of six months, 
and in the same Company in which he enters, except in cases of 
sickness, death, or removal from the town. 

Articte 5, The Engineers shall appoint two suction Hose men 
and five leading Hose men, for each Engine Company, on the no- 
mination of the company, and the men thus appointed shall hold their 
station for six months, and until others are appointed in their place. 

Articte 6. The Engineers shall also appoint a © ‘eward to each 
company, who shall hold his office in like manner for no less than 
_ six months. 

AxticLe 7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of each company 
to notify the members of all meetings for drill. 

ArticLe 8. It shall be the duty of the Foreman, and in his ab- 
sence, of the commanding officer, to direct the time and puoi of all 
meetings for drill. 

Articte 9. It shall be the duty of the Steward to keep clean 
the House, the Engine, Hose, or other apparatus which may be- 
Jong to the company, to clear the snow from the sidewalk connect- 
ed with the House in winter, and generally to see that the Engine 
and apparatus are ready for immediate use. 

Articte 10. Ifany Engine or Fire apparatus be so damaged 
that immediate repairs are necessary, it may be taken forthwith to 
a suitable person to be repaired, but no repairs shall be made until 
information of such damage and place is given to the Chief Engi- 
neer, that he may order, or superintend such repairs. Provided, that 
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m case such information cannot readily be given to the Chief Engi- 
neer, it may be given to the Assistant Engineer in the town in which 
the Engine or apparatus is located, who will report to the Chief En- 
gineer as soon as may be. All bills for work done of any kind are 
to be presented for approbation immediately after the work is com- 
pleted and delivered. . 

Articte 11. Badges are to be worn by the members of the De- 
partment, on front of the hat or cap at all fires, and no person is to 
be admitted within the lines without one, except by special permis- 
sion, or in accordance with discretionary orders from the Engineers, 
and no person or persons, not members of the Department, shall be 
permitted to wear the same, except under such restrictions and reg- 
ulations as the Selectmen and Engineers may direct. 

ArrticLte 12. The utmost order, silence and decorum willbe ob- 
served in going to, working at, and returning from a fire, and the 
use of rattles, horns, and all unnecessary noises, and smoking of ci- 
gars and pipes, are strictly prohibited, and on no occasion will the 
Engines and other apparatus be conveyed on the sidewalk, without 
the special permission of an Engineer, nor will any company be 
permitted to run their Engines or other Carriage in returning from 
a fire or alarm, or by each other. 

ArticLe. 13. The Foreman of each company willremain by his 
company or apparatus, of which he has charge, or designate’ some 
other officer to do so, and preserve order and direct their operations, 
and all members of the several companies, exvept when otherwise 
engaged on special duty, will remain at or about the apparatus to 
which they are attached. 

ArticteE 14. Members of each company are to have control of 
the apparatus committed to their care, which is not to be handled, 
used, or in any way meddled with by the members of other compa- 
nies, unless by permission of the officers of the company having 
charge of said apparatus, or special order of an Engineer. 

Articte 15. It is required of the members of the Department 
to avoid setting open the doors or windows of a building where fire 
may be, until a supply of water can be procured, and when water 
is obtained, to apply it judiciously and directly to the part on fire, 
and carefully avoid damaging furniture or goods by water. 

ArticteE 16. Whenan Engine shall be at a fire without assist- 
ance, or the means of procuring water by suction, ora line of En- 
gines, the members will endeavor to procure a supply by means of 
buckets or a pump Hose, and strive to keep the fire in check, 
until a constant supply can be furnished. 

Articte 17. On arrival at the fire (as a general Rule) the first 
suction Engine is to be taken immediately to the nearest reservoir, 
or place from which a supply of water may be obtained, their suc- 
tion Hose lowered and their leading Hose extended, and in the ab- 
sence of the Engineers, the officers will exert themselves to procure 
another Engine to receive the water, and pass it on toward the fire; 
and all Engines in the line except the one playing on the fire, will 
have the whole of their Hose extended, which shall always consist 
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of not less than Two Hundred Feet. Engine Companies will not 
call on each other for Hose, but upon any Engineer, who will order 
the necessary quantity from other Engine Companies present. 

ArticLeE 18. When the lines are dismissed, reserving only 
such force as may be deemed requisite, it shall be the duty of the 
Engineers and Firemen of the townin which the fire happened, 
to remain and take charge of the property or premises so long as 
may be thought necessary, assisted, if occasion requires, by such 
other company or companies, as shall be directed at the time. 

Articte. 19. The Hose companies will repair with their Hose 
and apparatus to, or near the place where the fire may be, and 
take position near, and at convenient distance from Head Quarters, 
the Commanding Officer to report himself there immediately ; all 
requisitions for other Hose are to be sent to Head Quarters. | 

ArtictE 20. The Hook and Ladder Companies will take po- 
sition when practicable within the lines, and as near the fire as un- 
der all circumstances may be found convenient. ‘The Command- 
ing officer will immediately on his arrival report himself at Head 
Quarters. 

ArticLE 21. No Company shall be allowed to draw water 
from the Reservoirs except in case of fire, without permission from 
the Chief Engineer. 

ArticLE 22. Every member of the Fire Department shall be 
responsible for his Badge, or any other article of apparatus intrust- 
ed to his care, and in case of loss, the cost of it shall be deducted 
fromm his compensation. And when any member of the Fire De- 
partment shall be dismissed from, or leave any company, he shall 
return his Badge, and whatever other article he may have belonging 
to the town, with the copy of these Rules, to the Foreman of the 
Company. 

AxticLE 23. The Firemen will repair on an alarm of fire with 
their Buckets, Badges, and other apparatus, to or near the place 
where the fire may be, and exert themselves to perform all the du- 
ties required of them, and the Foremen of the several companies, 
shall upon their arrival at the fire, report themselves at Head Quar- 
ters. 

ArticLe 24, Inall cases when it becomes necessary to discharge 
a member of any company for neglect of duty, the Clerk of such 
Company shall make a return of the date from which the neglect 
began, and the payment of such discharged member shall be made 
up to that date only. 

ArticLte 25. The Chief Engineer shall annually make a report 
to the Selectmen, stating the condition of the Engine Houses, En- 
gines, Apparatus, Reservoirs, Water Stations, Officers, and the num- 
ber of Members attached to the Fire Department.
